THE COMWITTE^ had before them a minute/ by the Secretary 
circulating a draft memorandum prepared by the Foreign Office, 
covering all aanccta of Berlin Contingency planning. A further 
minute* by the Secretary and a no to by the Chief of thw Imperial 
General Staff* were relevant to thr.ir discuaaion. 



A. Memorandum by the Foreign Office 

LORD MOUKTBATTKK paid that the papor by the Fireicn Office 
had boon prepared on the inetructione of Miniotere* In preparation 
for a review of the whole field of contingency planning which 
waa to be undertaken with the Amorlenna* !Io beliovod that the 
paper, which had alnce been approved ljy the Foreign Secretary, 
rof footed the Committee 1 a viewa on Oorlln Contingency Planning 
generally. In particular it dearly stated the Committee r 
aversion to plana dealgn.,d to re-open autobahn neeeea and gave, 
as thoy did, prefuronce to airlift pinna. There- wa* ono aapeot 
which, he believed, ehoul'l bo included in the papor. Thie waa 
the lnexvoacd danger ef wnr brfcafcinc out by miscalculation alne* 
both the Americana and the Ruceinn« belioved that the ether 
would not resort to global war over Berlin. It was precisely in 
theae eliwimetuncee that a war wne moat likely to begin. He 
believed the Commit too would wleh to endorse the Foreign Of flee* 
paper subject to tho lnclualon of thia point and it would 
theroaf twr be put to Minister* for u*e aa a brief for the- 
discussions botween the Prime Minioter and tho President of the 
United Statoe, duo to take place on Monday, 5th June, 1961.

COLOHEL R.J* CHAUHDLER(Chlef of the United Kingdom 
Dologation to LIVE OAK) said that thoro were four mattera of ■ p * 
which the Coffmltteo should be aware* First, the Preneh team hed : f 
recently stated th.it their Government wjo unable to provide any 
forces for the divisional elsso operation* He had that day been 
informed that General Itoretad was considering issuing en - ••" 
lnetruetion to the Commander-in-Chief* British Army of the Rhine, 
to continue planning for this operation based on a US/UK force* 
8ooondly. General Mors tod had told LIVE OAK to prepare an- 
instruction to CDfC^DAOR to tarry-cut live training of the 
TRADE WIRD (battalion group) foroo as soon as possible* 
Thirdly* LIVE OAK had been studying the typo of organisation 
that would be required to implement any of tho military 
contingency plane. The American and Pronch delegations wore of 
the jminion that the LIVE OAK Group with a email increase. 
notebV that of s British Major-Oenerel, would be the best 
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Instrument for this purpose and it was proposed to Inform 
General Worsted accordingly* Lastly, the Preneh team hsd 

Prepared s study on the need to co-ordinate all plans for 
srlln* Including those sponsored by LIVK OAK, Berlin Defenco 
Plans 9 and Allied Cownand Europe Bncrgoncy Dcfenco_Plans*„. The K .,« 
Preneh .proposal was thst all these plans should bo co-ordinated*: - 
by the LIVE qak Group. 

In discussion the following points won* nude* - 

(a) General Norstsd had so far only buen authorised to 

make a plan for the composition, assembly and 
logistic support of a divisional slse operation on a 
tripartite bssis; no governmental authority existed 
for euch .a plan to be made on a USAfK basis* In 
view of the recent tclugrrun* sent to C-in-C BAOR, 
ho would no doubt Book guldsneo from tho Coimnlttoo on 
rgeolpt of theoo new instructions* 

(b) C-in-C BAOR had boon instructed^, following Ministers' 

recent discussions, not to carry out training of the 
TRADJ WIND forces, but to refer any new orders on 
this matter to the Comlttee* An awkward situation 
would ariso If Ounoral Iforstsd pursued his 
Intention of ordering such training for he had been 
previously lnformod of Her Majesty's Government's 
consent to it*

(c) Whilst tho Cownlttce would consider any requests by 

Ocncfal Norstid for an increase in tho LIVX OAK staff 
for tho implcmontition of Berlin Contingency plins, 
It might btt preferable If tho necessity action were 
taken through the normal NATO chain of eenumnd. r 
A decision on this matter - which was not required, 
Immediately - would depend , on the outcome of the.,.- , * 
next round of US/UK talks .on. Berlin Contingency ... . 
Planning as a whole* ; 

(d) Tho Preneh study recommending tho oo-ordlnation of 

LIV1 O/JC plans with SACUXfR's Bnergoney Defence Plans 
would emphasise tho need for NATO as a whole to be 
brought In to Berlin Contingency Planning* Our 
representative In LIVE O/JC. should oooordingly 
encourago the Preneh to launch thwir study officially,
